metal fenceposts are used, the entire post must be painted; and

(b) the notice described in subsection (2)(a) must be placed at each outer gate and
normal point of access to the property, including both sides of a water body crossing the
property wherever the water body intersects an outer boundary line.

(3) To provide for effective posting of private land through which or along which the
public has an unfenced right-of-way by means of a public road, a landowner shall:

(a) place a conspicuous sign no closer than 30 feet of the centerline of the roadway
where it enters the private land, stating words substantially similar to "PRIVATE PROPERTY,
NO TRESPASSING OFF ROAD NEXT ___ MILES"; or

(b) place notice, as described in subsection (2)(a), no closer than 30 feet of the
centerline of the roadway at regular intervals of not less than one-fourth mile along the roadway
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where it borders unfenced private land, except that orange markings may not be placed on
posts where the public roadway enters the private land.

(4) If property has been posted in substantial compliance with subsection (2) or (3), it is
considered closed to public access unless explicit permission to enter is given by the landowner
or the landowner's authorized agent."
